a Pus diſcharged. In this Condition the 
was brought to the Hoſpital, his Mi- 
fortune being alſo accompanied with a 
ſort of Hectic Fever; there was as yet 
remaining ſome ſmall Swelling in his Te- 
ſticles, as alſo a ſmall Running from the 
Proſtrates, or Vrei hra.

that this Coat or Membrane, might be 


made up of a Diverſity of Muſcles, and the 
apparent Sinus to be their dilated Interſti- 
ces. But as Ikne this to be a Wrong Con. 
jecure, and conſidering a little, I ſoon re. 
membred, that this inner, or middle Coat, 
was moſtly Nervous, together with ſome 
ſmall Glands, which ſerve to ſeparate a 
Mucilaginous Matter, or Mucus, to hin- 
der the extraordinary Sharpneſs and Cor- 
roſion of the Urine upon the ſaid Nerves. 
I further conſidered that the Inflama- 
tion, or Tumefaction, of the Tunicles of 
the Bladder, would conſequently obſtruct, 
or hinder, the Glands of this middle, or 
inner Coat; from ſeparating their glary 
Mucus, 10 as to defend the aforeſaid 


Nerves from the Acrimony of the Urine, 


as formerly ; and from the want of this

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Mucus it ſeem'd probably, or neceſſarily, 
to follow, that the Urine would then have 
the Power of thus ſeparating, ſwellin 
or ſoaking the Fibres, and Parts of this 
Coat, as to appear ſo preternaturally big.

better. Yet I mutt frankly acknowledge, 
that there ſeem ſome Difficulties to me in 
the beſt Theory of it, which appears to be 
founded upon this, that if a greater quan- 
tity of Matter be ſecerned or thrown of, 
(as by the means of proper Injections) 
than would naturally be made, or voided, 
without them; the Concluſion is, that 
the Cure muſt neceſſarily follow. I have 
already hinted, that it 15 not my Deſign, 
or Intention, to enter into Paper-Wars, 
or endleſs Cavils, of ſo very little Uſe to 
any one; but my Intentions are directly 
to advance What I think may be moſt 
uſeful to the Publick. Not that I think 
it impoſſible, that ſome particular Cures 
may have followed, upon the Uſe of In- 
jections, the beſt of which may eaſily be 


imagined, by any of the Profeſſion; ſuch 


as thoſe uſed in Ulcers, which prove ab- 
ſterſive and diluting, diſſolving or mun- 
difying, and among which the Urine it 
ſelf is one of the moſt proper. Let, as! 
have obſerved before, tho? ſome ſuch 
Cure or Cures may ſometimes * 
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only upon the Uſe of Injections, and a 
ſpare Diet; yet does not argue, that it 
will hold ſo in all Caſes, as from the Vi- 
rulency's being too great, or too far out 
of the reach of common Injections, &c. 


It is true, and we are very well aſſured, 
that ſeveral have been cured only by re- 


gular and abſtemious Diet, without the 


Uſe of any Medicine or Injection, of 
which I ſhall take more particular notice 
within a little, Shankers too are ſome- 
times cured; by ſome ſlight Application, 
tho' we very well know that it is not al- 
ways to be truſted to. But now allow- 
ing that Injections would hold, or cure, 
in all caſes, and reach and cleanſe all the 
Parts which are neceſſary; yet I think it 
muſt needs be owned, by the greateſt 


Propagaters of this Doctrine, that it will 


take a longer Time by this means alone, 
than when the Virus, or Matter, is alfo 
decreaſed, or its greater Increaſe likewiſe 
hinder'd by ſome other Means, as Purging, 


or Glyſters, Cc. ſince we are very well 


aſſured, by common Obſervation, that 
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Coltiveneſs, or a bound Belly, very much 


increaſes the virulent Humour, and con- 
ſequently, if aſſiſted by the other Evacu- 
ations, the Cure muſt neceſſarily prove 
more ſpeedy, and probably alſo more 
8 ſafe. 
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ſafe. Let after all I have advanced, if 
there be any ſuch Thing, as a perfect, 
and ſafe Cure (only by this Method of 
Injections) in all forts, even the moſt 
inveterate Gonorrhæar, I Thall only add, 


that this then ſtill further confirms what 


I here advance, of the Doctrine of Ex- 


ternals, But as I would not willingly 


propoſe, or allow, any Practice but that 
which I think is moſt ſafe, and reaſona- 
ble, ſo T hope theſe Gentlemen will par. 
don me, if I cannot be altogether of their 
Opinion; or to eſteem their Method, as 
the beſt, and ſafeſt Way, unleſs it proves 
both as ſpeedy, and as ſafe, as with the 
Uſe of other Means; and holds good, or 


cures in all Caſes, as well as by any o- 


ther Help or Method. © 

Next then, as to what I propoſe my 
ſelf, I ſhall firſt obſerve, that Abſtinence, 
or a thin, ſpare, and regular Diet, So- 
briety in Drinking, and the keeping from 
violent Motion, or Exerciſe, is more than 
half the Cure; or oftentimes proves the 
whole, Have we not multitudes of In- 
ſtances, of thoſe who have been intirely 
cured after this Manner ; or without the 
Uſe of any Medicines. I believe it is 
well known to moſt of the Surgeons of 


all Armies, that the wounded Soldiers, 
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cho at the ſame Time happen'd to have 


Gonorrhaas upon them, Hundreds of em 
have been thus cured, by their Confine- 


ment during that Time, to ſuch a ver 


ſpare and low Diet, as is uſually given to 
be Sick, or Wounded, and without taku 

the leaſt Grain of Phyſick. I have alſo 
en known (whilſt in Jah) that 
only ws e Drinking of a very ſmall Di- 
uretic Wine (commonly called Verdea) 
almoſt like Honey, and Water, neither 
is it much ſtronger, purging very much 
by Urine, and by the ſimple Uſe of which 
only, together with an abſtemious Diet, 
ſeveral have been cured. _ 
Many other Inſtances I could give of 
this Nature, more to confirm what I 
have here mention'd, but let this at pre- 
ſent ſuffice, leſt ſome of the Faculty 
ſhould complain of making Things too 
plain, or eaſy. But Truth ever appears 
thus cloathed ſimple and plain; yet the 
common Benefit of Mankind, is what I 


ſhall always endeavour to forward, or 


advance. But now I mult alſo take No- 
tice, of a Medicinal Method of Cure, 
which may not be improper, I recite it 


here, and was very much uſed, by a fa- 


mous Cortegiana (or Lady of the Town 
in Italy) and by which Means ſhe cured 
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many, both of Genorrheas, and commen. 
cing Buboes; the which was nothing elſe 
but a quarter of an Ounce of Colaguintida 
infuſed in a Quart of Verdea Wine, for 
about the ſpace of Twenty Four Hours, 
the which She order'd them to drink at 
a Time for one. Doſe. This uſed to 
work very violently, both by Vomit, 
and Stool, ſo as generally to continue 
for the fpace of Three Days, and Nights 
together, without Intermiſſion, whileft 
the Patient continued all this while, in 
the moſt ſevere griping Torments, or as 
a Woman in Labour; tho? when over, 
it oftentimes, or for the moſt part, in- 
tirely carried off the Malady, or Diſtem- 
per; eſpecially, if not too far gone. Yer 
as 1 have frequently been ſeat for, to 
thoſe who have taken it; I muſt needs 
own, that I always found it to work 
ſo very violently, that I never could have 
Courage enough, to adventure the gi- 
ving one Doſe of it. The High- lander, 
alſo uſe the Coloquintida ſimply, or with- 
out other Compoſition, as a common 
Cure in Gonorrheas, tho? a very harſh, 
and bitter Potion ; ſo the Pill ex Dauobus 
is well enough known to be a common 


Practice. From what has been here ad- 
vanced then, we ſhall find; that the Co. 
locynth 
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lgnth alone, or of it ſelf, will perform 
the cure of a Gonorrhæa, without the Uſe 
of any other Means, or Medicine. Sal-

The Ingenious Dr. Pir- 
cairn uſed alſo to adviſe his Friends, when

25 he called it, but a Couple of Bottles of 
the beſt Claret ; which effectually cured 
them, by putting the Humours afloat, 
and forcing the Glands of Perſpiration.

Terebinth. by being 
embrocated upon the Cutis (or Region of 
the Kidnies) the whole proves Diuretic, 
or purges by Urine. _ 2 70 
hilt 1 was at Bruſſels, there was a 
Soldier in the Hoſpital for the Army, 
who had received the Misfortune of a 
com pleat Fracture in the Leg. The Ti- 
bia and Fibula being both broke, which 
was accompanied with a very large 
Wound.

when taken at the Mouth. But if it ſhall 
be objected, that if ſo, there would be 
no occaſion for the giving or adminiſtring 
of Medicines by the Mouth, in any Chi- 
rurgical Caſe. I anſwer, that the Rea- 
ſon why they have not their full Effects, 
is, probably, becauſe that in all ſuch, Ca- 
ſes (eſpecially When accompany'd with 
an ill Habit of Body) there is not a ſuffi- 
cient Quantity of the Medicine cogvey'd 
into the Blood by this means; ſo that 
there is a Neceſſity for giving more by 
ſome other Way, as by rhe Mouth. For 
tho' Medicines may have the Effect of 
carrying the Humours from the Part, yet 
. pro- 
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which cut or cleanſe the external Super- 
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bably may oftentimes ſtop in ſome o. 
jo d Pede e beer, in the Body, 
by not having Power, or Efficacy enough, 
to force the obſtructed Glands; proceed- 
ing from a Deficiency in Quantity, as [ 
have already obſerved. Beſides theſe a. 
bovemention'd, we likewiſe know the 
Ointments, and Lotions of Niter, to be 
very effectual in moſt cuticular, or cuta. 
neous Diſeaſes; ſuch as Itch, or Scab, 
Scurvy, Leproſy, &c. And we alſo know 
it to be of as great uſe, when taken in- 
wardly ; ſo the Tincture of Myrrhe, and 
Aloes, or the Elixir Proprietatis, is very 
ſucceſsfully uſed both ways, on ſeveral dit- 
ferent Occaſions, as alſo the Ag. calcis, &c. 
But if it be advanced, that Brandy, or 
Water, only act by conſtrifting of the 
Pores, or Fibres, and by that means re- 
pelling the Humours ; it will from thence 
follow, that the Effects are the ſame, 
-and the Difference of their Natures to be 
of no uſe : But this we are very well aſ⸗ 
ſured is falſe; for tho? it be allowed that 
they do both conſtrict, or in ſome mea» 
fure ſhut the Pores of the Skin; yet none 
can pretend to advance, that they are fo 
ſhut up, as that none of-the- Particles of 
the Liquor can enter. For be it that it 
is the Nature of Cold to ſhut: the Pores, 
fo that ſome particular Bodies are har- 
den*d by it, even to a very extraordinary

Degree; yet till from many very good 
Proofs, Obſervations, or Experiments, we 
have juſt Reaſon to believe, that our Pores 


are not ſo entirely ſnut up by common cold 
Water, but that ſome of its Particles will 


fill be able to enter, probably by means 
of their Weight. This is confirm'd by 
Mr. Boyles Experiment, that is, by wet- 
ting a Bladder on the out- ſide, in which 
ſome Sugar or Sal Tartar has been put, it 
will penetrate the Coats of the Bladder, 
and diſſolve the Salt, or Sugar, contained 
within it. So we may obſerve that Fleſh, 
by lying ſome time, tho' in cold Water, 
its Fibres Will at laſt be entirely ſeparated. 
Neither, I believe, will this ſeem ſtrange, 
being we are very well aſſured, that Wa- 
ter, eſpecially if a little warm, is one of 
the greateſt Diſſolvents we know, either 
of Fleſn, Humours, or the Animal Fluids, 
whether inwardly, or outwardly uſed. 
Thus probably, after the ſame manner, 
moſt Medicines ha ve more than one Ef- 
fect; as Rhubarb purges, and yet ſeems 


to leave behind it, or has ſomething of an 


Aſtringent Quality beſides.
